Provisions of Bill 
Mr. Asquith's home rule bill pro­

Poincare was elected 
president 
of 
France at Versailles today after tho 
most stubborn 
election 
in 
recent 
French history. 
Poincare’s election was on the sec­ 
ond ballot taken today when the So­ 
cialists came to his support, desert­ 
ing Jules Pams, the minister of ag­ 
riculture, and his nearest competitor. 
The vote on the second ballot for 
Poincare was 483; 
for Pams, 
296; 
Valliant, 69. 
There 
were 
several 
scattering votes. 
The tellers announced the result of 
the ballot amid the greatest enthusi­ 
asm and confusion. It was a foregone 
conclusion that Poincare would 
be 
named on this ballot. 
His supporters 
were prepared for a 
demonstration. 
Two thousand police guarded the pal­ 
ace. All traffic was held up between 
Versailles, and Paris while the joy- 
oua victors celebrated. 
The city was 
filled with celebrants. 
Following a violent discussion on 
the floor of the assembly, 
Poincare 
challenged Clemenceau to a duel, fol­ 
lowing an alleged 
insult. 
Poincare 
named Minister of Justice Briand and 
Minister of Finance Klotz as his sec­ 
onds. 
Briand demanded an explana­ 
tion from Clemenceau. 
Efforts failed to confirm the report 
that Clemenceau had challenged Poin­ 
care to a duel,

The school board knew to a dollar 
how much money it had for buildings 
and instructed its architect to draw 
plans for buildings th at would cost no 
more than the sum available for their 
construction.

board changed the plans so as to in­ 
crease Hie cost of the buildings,

For the bids to exceed tim archi­ 
tect's estim ate a few hundred or on a 
big contract like this even a
